The other topic I want to mention again is the Distracted Driving Legislation here in Ontario. We 
have until January 2013 to obtain an exemption for Amateurs. A small committee has been formed to 
work collectively on this issue. You will hear more about this shortly.

Preparedness to contact the sponsors or organizers and ask for a letter of support addressed to Kathleen 
Wynne, the Minister of Transportation. If you send me a copy I will group them together with all the other 
letters and forward them to her. I for one find it difficult to ask for favours but when I have approached 
local organizers they were very supportive and pleased to supply the letters. 


We need letters of support from across the Province to make our point that Amateurs play a vital 
role in the events throughout Ontario and, in the event of an emergency we are capable of providing back 
up to the existing infrastructure.
